The Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, a dail pevepeper 
published in Philadelphia, in its two-star final edition, of 
January 23, 1965, contained an article captioned “Rustin Asserts - - 
Teachers Must Band Together." ? 


The article reflected that Bayard Rustin, civil rights 
organizer, told more than 600 teachers on January 32, 1965, that 

_ the answer to school inequities in Philadelphia lies in a strong 
teachers’ union. Rustin called for teachers to “vote 100 per cent 
for the union” in the February ‘lst election for an exclusive 
bargaining agent for the city's public school teachers, 


The article indicated that Rustin read endorsements from 
the Reverend Doctor Martin Luther King and A. Philip Randolph, 
backing the American Federation of Teachers, AFL-CIO, in the elections 
against the Philadelphia Teachers Association. 


Rustin read a letter from Doctor King, which said, in-_part: 


"Associated with the labor movement, they (PFT -_ = 
leaders) have, like the whole labor movement, 

taken forthright positions on expanding educational 
opportunities and improving educational quality. 


"Their moral commitment to sound educational 
opportunities and policies for pupils--and fair 
personnel practices for teachers--would bring great 
gains to 270,000 children in the city of Philadelphia.*®
